The 12th June 1884,—The following amended rules for the medical inspection of vessels 
are issued for the guidance of Port Officers, Pilots and Medical Officers of Ports by the 
Lieutgnant-Governor of Bengal, with the previous sanction of the-Governor-Gencral in 
Conneil,,and they will take cffect from the Ist July 1884 in the Port of Chittagong :-— 

T—The master of every vessel on bourd of which there is, either amopg the passengers 
or crew, any caso of cholera, smallpox, or other epidemic discase common in India, shall 
reporf such case or cages to'thapilot or other boarding officer ut the earliest opportunity 5 
or in’ tho absence of a pilot or other bonrdiug oficer, shall hoist a signal, which shall be, 
during the day, flag 2 of the Commercial Code at the main, and during the night two 
lighted lanterns, one ovgp the other, at the fore. a 

IL—The Port Officer, having received information from the pilot or other boarding 
officer, or by signal, that any case of such disease is on board, shall communicate the inform 
ation to the Health Officer of the Port. 

TII.—he Heaith Officer, as early as possible after reccipt of this information, shall 
inspect the vessel, and more especially its sanitary condition ; shall inquire into the circum= 
stances attending the case or cases ofthe said disease ; and shall arrange for the conveyance 
of all persons, suffering from such disease to a hospital, unless the sick person or his fricnda 
can Make adequate provision elsewhe 
’ TV.—The latter part of Rule No. III is, however, not to be enforced in the case of 
‘passengers bound for an onward port, unless under the clearest necessity ; and of every such 
case a special report, explaining the reasons for the action taken, must be submitted to the 
Government, 

V.—Where the disease or diseases in question are limited to one or two cases, the vessel 
shall not be prohibited from taking up the usnal place of anchorage in the harbour, nor shall 
the passengers be detained on board pending the inspection of the Health, Officer’; but the 
master of the vessel shull bo held responsible that no passcuger suspected of having such 
disease is allowed to depart before this inspection. 

Wher ses have becn more numerous than ene or two, or when, from their 
occurring on filgrim of emigrant ships, or for other special reasons, further precautions 
may be deemed udyisible, the vessel shall anchor in the place appointed for the purpose off 
the outer har of the Ghitiagqng river, and none of the passengers shall he allowed to leave

L.—The commander of every vessel, including buggalows or other uative craft, arriving 
from a port wherg pague, yellow-fever, or some fatal cpimic not ordinarily prevalent among 
Indian populations prevails, shall, before entering tho harbour, indicate by signal the port 
from whioh such vessel hus come, ‘ 

T&—Such commander shall not, without having first Obtained permission as hereinafter 
provided, allow any communication cithor with the pilot boat, except grally, or with the shore, 
or with any other vessel or boat in the harbour. . 

[I].—-Imedistely on the signal of such arrival being made, the Health Officer of the 
port shall go alongside tho vessel and ascortaiu by enquiry from the Commander whether any” 
person on board ia thon suffering, or has during the voyage suffered, from plague, yellow. 
fever, or'some fatal epidemic not ordinarily prevalent among Indian populations ; and if such 
officer in gatisfied by such eaquiry that uo such case has occurred, he shall by writing under 
his hafid, to be delivered to the commander, permit free communication between such véasel 
‘aud the shofe, and with other vemels and bouts in the harbour, 

TV.—If the Health Offiogr shall have reason to belicve that any such case has occurred, 
‘he shall direct thageormmaniigr to take the vessel to the quarantine anchorage (atJooldia) duly 
appointed’and notified, by Goverament, there to remain for the space of fifteen days from the 
day.offarrival in the harbour, or from the date of the occurrence of the latest case éf illne: 
nd shall farther direch. the commander to probibit during the said fifteen days all communi. 
eation, except such as is heroinafter previded for, petwoen such vessel.and the shore, or other 
vassals or. bgate in tho harbour. Health Officer may further direct the removal of 80 
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many of the passengers and crew as may not be suri from sickness, and whose services 
may not be required on beard the ship, to such particuldr spots ex may from time to time be 
fixed upon by the local Government as places of quarantine, there to remain for a space of 
fifteen days; or in the event of the occurrence of a case of sicknesr, for a space of fifteen days 
from the date of the ocourrence of the last case. 

V.—Any mails or cargo which may be brought by any vessel so arriving shall be 
Janiled under such yrecautious as may be doemed necessury by the Health Officer to prevent 
the epread of the disease. 

VI.—It will be the duty of the Port Officer to facilitato the conveyance to the vessel in 
guarautiive of all eupplies of provisions, stores, aud other articles required by those on Ward, 
‘These supplics should be placed on the boats of the vessel, to be subsequently removed by 
menyvers of her crew.

“he \2th June 1884.—The following amended rules for the medical inspection of vessels 
are istued for the guidance of Port Officers, Pilots and Medical Officers of Ports by the 
Lieutcnant-Governor of Bengal, with the previous sanction of the Governor-General in 
Council, and they will take effect from the Ist July 188# in the Port of Chittagong :— 

L-rThe master of every vessel on board of which there is, either among the passengers 
or brow,any case of cholera, swnall-pox, or other epitemie disease common in India, shall 
report such case or cases to the pilot or other boarding officer at the carliest opportunity ; 
or in the absence of a pilot or other boarding oiticer, shall hoist a signal, which shall be, 
duridg the day, flag 2 of the Commercial Code at the main, and during the night two 
lighted lanterns, one over the other, at the fore. - 

IL—The Port Officer, having received information from the pilot or other boarding 
officer, or by signal, that any ease of such disease is on bourd, shall communicate the inform: 
ation to the Health Officer of the .Port. 

TIT.—The Heaith Officer, as early as possible after receipt of this information, shall 
inspect the vessel, and more espocialig its sanitary condition ; shall inquire into the circume 
stances attending the case or cases of the said disease ; and shall arrange for the conveyance 
of ali persons sullering from such discase to a hospital, unless the sick person or his friends 
can make adequate provision clscwhere, 

IV.—The lattes part of Rule No, III is, however, stot to be enforced in the ease of 
passengers bound for am onward port, unless under the clearest necessity ; and of every such 
case a special report, explaining the reasons for the action takeu, must be submitted to the 
Govergment. : ¥ 

“V.—Where the Sisease or diseases in qutestion are limited to one or two cases, the vessel 
shall not be prohibited from taking up the usual place of anchorage in the harbour, nor shall 
the passengegs be detained on hoard pending the inspection of the Health Officer; but the 
muster of the ‘vessel shull be held reaponsible that uo passenger suspected of having such 
disease is allowed to depart’ before this inspection. 

‘ViL—Where cases have been more numerous than one or two, or when, from their

The 12th June 1884.—In exercise of the power conferred by Act I of 1870, the following 
rules for quarantine in the Port of Chittagong have been made by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal with the previous sanction of the Governor-General in Gouucil. They will, however, 
be brought into operation under the special orders of Government ouly when there \s any 
danger of the importation of plague or yellow-fever, or some fatal epidemic not ordinarily 
prevalent in India:— 

T.—The commander of every vevsel, including buggalows or other native craft, arriving 
from a port where plague, vellow-fever, or some fatal epidemic not ordinarily prevalentramong 
Indian populations prevails, shall, before entering the harbour, indicate by signal the port 
fron which such vessel has come, 

If.—Such commander shall not, without having first obtained permission as hereinkfter 
provided, allow any communication either with the pilot boat, except orally, or with the shore, 
or with any other vessel or boat in the harbour. 

T1L—Immediately on the signal of such errival boing made, the Health Officer of the 
port shall go alongside the vessel and ascertain by enquiry from the Commander whether any 
on on board is then suftering, or has during the voyage suffered, from. plague, yellow- 
fever, or some fatal epidemic not ordinarily prevalent among Indian populations ; and if such, 
officer is satisficd by such enquiry that no such ease has occurred, he shall by ‘writing under 
his hand, to be delivered to the commander, permit free communication between such vesse) 
and the shore, and with other vessels and boats in the harbour, : 

TV.—If the Hoa!th Officer shall have reason to believe that any such case has occurred, 
he shall direct the commander to take the vessel to the quarantine anchorage (at Jooldia) duly 
appointed and notified by Govcroment, there to remain for the space of fifteen days from the 
day of arrival im the harbour, or from the date of the occurronce of the latest case of illness, 
and shall further direct the commander to prohibit during the said fifteen days all communi- 
cation, except such as is hereinafter provided for, between auch vessel and the shore, or other 
vessels or boats in the harbonr. The Health Officer may further direct the removal of ao, 
many of the passeugers and crew as may uot be suffering from sickness, and whose services’ 
mey not he required on board the ship, to such particular spots os may from time to time be 
fixed upon by the local Government as places of quarantine, there to remain for # space of 
fifteen days ; or in the event of the occurrence of # case of sickuess, for a &pace of fiftecn days 
from the date of the occurrence of the last case. s 

V.—Any mails or cargo which may be brought by any vessel so arriving shall be 
landed undor such precautions as may be deemed necessary by the Health Officer tp prevent 
the spread of the disease, 

VL—It will be the duty of the Port Officer to facilitate the conveyance to the vessel in 
quarantine of all supplics of provisions, stores, aud other articles required by those or board. 
‘These supplies should be placed ou the boats of the vessel, to be subsequently ramovdd by 
members of her crew.

1. No lime or lomon-juice shall be deemed fit and proper to be taken on board any 
ship for the use of tho crew or passengers thereof, auless the same is shown by certificate 
tonder the hand of an Inspector, appointed by the local Goverument, to be proper for use on 
boaré such ship, such certificate to be given upon inspection of a sample, hut no such cere 
tificate to be given until it be shown to the satisfaction of such Inspector that the juice con- 
tains not less thon 2h grains of citric acid to the fluid oupce; nor unless tht same cogtaius 
18 per centam of proper and palatable proof spirits (except in the cases mentioned in 
rule 2 below) to be approved by such Inspector, or by the proper officer of Customs, aud to 
‘be added before or immediately after the inspection thereof ; nur unless tne same is packed in 
such bottles, at euch time, and in such manner, and is labelied in such manner as the Inspector 
or the Collector of Customs may direct, provided that when any such lime or lemon-juice is 
deposited in any bonded warchouse, and has been approved, as aforesaid, by the said Inspector, 
the ssid spirjts, or 80 touch of the said spirits as ix necessary to make up 15 per centum, 
mag be added in euch warehouse without payment of any duty thereon; aad when any spirit 
has been added to any lime or lemon-juice, aud the same has been labelled vs aforesaid, it 
shall be deposited in the warchouse for delivery as ship’s stores, only upon such terms and 
subject to such provisions of the Customs Act as are applicable to the delivery of ship’s stores 
frcm a bonded warehouse. 

2. In the ease of foreign-going ships carrying Asiatics, non-alooholig lime-juice, é.e., 
lime-juice preserved withont spirit, prepared by Baboo Preotoll Deg, of No. 5, Beadon Street, 
Calzutta, may be deemed to be ft and proper; provided that the non-alcoholic juice shall 
not be deemed to be fit and proper to be taken o1 board any ship, for dhe use of the Asiatic 
members of the crew or jassengers thercof, unless the same is shown, by certificate under 
the hand of an Inspector appointed by the local Government, to be proper for use on board 
such ship, sech certificate to be given upon inspection of a xample, but no such certificate 
to be given until it be shown to the satisfaction of such Inspector that the juice coutains 
not less than 28° grains of citric acid to the fluid ounce ; nor unless the same is packed in 
such bottles, at vuch time, dad in such manner, and is labelled in such manner as the Inapector 
or the Collector of Customs may direct, 

8. , In the evont of a master of a ship being desirous of Innding lime-juice in store for 
the purpose of being rectified or rendercd fit for the use of the crew or passengers on 
board such vessel, he shall cuter the same at the Custora House, to be landed for rectification, 
unders the usual form of engagement, to be re-shipped after such lime or lemon-juice shall 
have been properly certified and rectified to by the Tuspector, under the same rules aud 
revulations as in the case of lime or lomon-juice shipped direct from a warchouse. 

4, When any lime-juice has beon taken from a warehouse as ship’s stores, tho label 
shall rsmain_ intact until twenty-four hours at Icast after thie ship shall have left her port of 
departure on her foreign voyage.

171. Rach labourer,and dependent shail be entitled to not less than 50 superficial feet 
of house accommodation ; and each family ehall be entitled to separate house accommodation 
on the above scale. Sufficient garden ground shall, wheu possible, be attached to each 
house.* > 

172, Everg-honse shall be kept wenther tight and sufficiently lighted and ventilated ; 
and where iron roofs are constructed, some non-conducting material shall be used to lino 
such roofs, 

178, " Raised platforms or cots shall be provided in the labourers’ houses for sleeping on. 

474. The site qecupied by labourers’ houses, and the placesin its neighhourhood, shall 
he:drained and kept clean and free from rank vegetation, No hollows shall be allowed to 
‘exist for the accumulltion of filthy water or of anything likely to prove injurious to health. 
475. ‘Every employer shall provide wholegome drinking water, and a sufficient supply 


{good wétgr for other purposes, for shia labourers, either by sinking wells, digging tanks, 
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or in such othor manner as may appear to the Inspector of Labourers to be suitable to the 
circumstances of the case, care being taken that the source of driaking water shall be situated 
at a sufficient distance from any known cause of pollution, © 

176. When the supply of rice in the local market is insufficient, or the price exceeds 
Re. 8 per maund, the employer shall supply, or cause to bé supplicd, to the laboure:s a 
sufficiency of rice at a rate not exceeding Ra. 8 per maund. Ten chittacks of rice a day 
for cach person above ten years of age, and five for every child under that age, shall be 
considered a sufficient supply. 

177. To every place employing morc than 50 labourers a medical officer shall be 
appointed, who has passed the examination qualifying for the rank of hospital assistant, or 
oF ‘some superior grade ; and such medical officer shall reside within five miles of the place 
where the labourers live. 

278. Inasly place where less than 100 labourers are employed, a ption of the labourers’ 
Hines, subject to the approval of the Inspector of Labourers, ray be fitilized as a hospital for 
the treatment of ordinary and non-contagious sickness ; but a central hospital for groups of 
two or more neighbourmg places shall be provided for the treatment of scrious and contagious 
cases. 

179. The central hospital, consisting of one or more buildings, shall be separated from 
the labourers’ houses ; and shall be well raised, ventilated, lighted, properly fitted with doors, 
windows or jhamps, and in all respects suitable for the nccommodation of the sick. 

180, The hospital accommodation shall be sufficient for five patients under ‘any 
cireumstances ; and tor not less than five per cent. of the total number of labourers where 
large bodies are employed at the rate of 100 superficial foet for each patient. Also auch 
furniture, fittings, applionces, clothing, blankets, and staff of attendants shall be provided 
as the Inspector may consider necessary, 

181. In every place where labourers’ Tines are erected, proper accommodation, for a 
dispensary or dispenser’s room, and a supply of medical stores in quantities uot less than 
those preseribed iu Schedule F, shall be provided.

4, Whoever encroaches on any village road which has been constructed or repaired 
by the District or the Brauch Road Committee from the District Road Fund, by Cencing 
upon or cutting the sides or-otherwise, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 10. 











5. During the ours of repairing avy road it shall be lawfol for the person in charge 
of such repairs to forbid traffic from passing over such portion of the roadway as is under- 
going repair, provided he leaves some portion of the roadway over which traffic and carts 
can pass.

The 12th June 1884.—The following amended rules for thetmedical inspection of vessela 
are issued for the guidance of Port Officers, Pilots and Medical Officers of Porte by the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, with the previous sanction of the Governor-General in 
Couneil, and they will take effect from the Ist July 1884 in the Port of Chittagong :— | 

L.—The master of every vessel on board of which there is, either among the passeigers 
or crew, any case of cholera, small-pos, or other epiiemie disease common in India, shall 
report such case or cases to the pilot or other boarding officer at the earliest opportunity ; 
or in the absence of a pilot or other boarding officer, shall hoist a signal, which shall be, 
during the day, flag R of the Commercial Code at the main, and during the night two 
lighted lanterns, one over the other, at the fore. 

(AL.—Lhe Port Officer, having received information from the pilot or other boarding 
officer, or by signal, that uny case of such discuse is on board, shall communicate the infor. 
ation to the Health Officer of the Port. 

11.—The Heaith Officer, as carly as possible after reccipt of this information, shall 
inspect the vessel, avd more especially its sanitary condition ; shall inquire into the circums 
stances uttending the case or cases of the sid disease ; and shall arrange for the conveyauce 
of all persons suffering from such discase to a hospital, unless the sick person or his friends 
can make adequate provision elsewhere. 

TV.—The latter part of Rule No. IIT is, however, not to be enforced in* the case of 
passengers hound for an onward port, unless under the clearest necessity ; and of every such 
case a special report, explaining the reasons for the action taken, must he submitted to the 
Government. 

V.—Whioere the disease or discases in question are limited to one or two cases, the vessel 
shall not be prohibited from taking up the usual place of anchorage in the harbour, nor shall 
‘the passengers be detained on board pending the inspection of the Health Officer ; but the 
master of the vessel shall be held responsible that no passenger suspected of having such 
disease to depart before this inspeetion 

vi have been more numerous than one or two, or when, from their 
occurring on pilgrim or emigrant ships, or for other special reasons, further precantions 
may be deemed advisable, the vessel shall anchor in the pointed for tha purpose off 
the outer bar of the Chittagong river, and none of the passengers shall be allowed to leave 
until the Health Officer has made his inspection . .

The 121h June 1884.—In exorcise of the power conferred by Act'T of 1870, the following 
rules for quarantine in the Port of Chittagong have beeu wade bythe Lieutenaut-Governor of 
Bengal with the previous sanetiou of the Governor-General in Council. They will, however, 
be brought into operation under the special orders of Government only when there is any 
danger of the importation of plague or yellow-fever, or some fatal epidemic not ordinarily 
provalont in India:— . 

L.—The commander of every vessel, includiug buggalows or other native craft, arriving 
fram a port: where plague, yellow-fover, or some fatal epidemic not ordinarily prevalent among 
Indian populations prevails, shall, before cutering the harbour, indicate by sigual the port 
from which such vessel has come, |” . 

1J.—Such commander shall not, without having first obtained permission as hereinafter 
provided, aliow any communication either with the pilot boat, except orally, or with the shore, 
or with any othor vesscl or boat in('the harbour. “ “ 

I11.—Immedistely on the sigual of such arrival being made, the Health Officer of the 
port shall go alongside the vessel aud asvertain by enquiry from the Commander whether any 
person on board is then suffering, or has during the voyage suffered, from plagte, yellow- 
fever, or some fatal epidemic not ordinarily prevalent among Indian populations; and if such 
officer is satisfied by such enquiry that no such case has occurred, he shall by writiug under 
his hand, to be delivered to the commander, permit free communication between such vessel 
and the shore, and with other vessels and boats in the harhonr. ' 

TV.—If the Hoalth Officer shall have reason to believe that any such case has ocetrredy 
he shall direet the commander to take the vessel to the quarantine anchorage (at Jdbldia) daly 
appointed and notified by Goverument, there to remain for the space of fifteen days from the 
day of arrival in the harhour, or from the date. of the occurronce of the latest case of illness, 
and shall further direct the commander to probibit during the snid fifteen days all communi- 
cation, except such as is hereivafter provided for, between such veesel and the shore, or other 
vessels or boats in the harbour.

authority which granted the leave. No such permission should therefore be given by 
District Judges without the orders of the High Court previously obtaiued.
